“10 per cent of the posts to .be filled through a departmental examination 
from amongst class IV employees borne on the regular strength of 
the Directorate of Advertising gnd Visual Publicity, who, 

(a) have passed the matriculation or equivalent examination, 

(b) are not more than 50 years of age (45 years in case of candidates 

belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) on the date 
of the examination, and 

(c) have completed 5 years continuous service as such on the date of the 

examination, 

Note. — In cases where sufficient number of candidates are not available in 
any year for recruitment, the vacancies which remain to be filled by 
such recruitment shall not be carried over to the subsequent year".

4. Method of recruitment, age limit. Qualifications etc. — The method of recruit- 
ment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
.specified in Columns 6 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

■Provided that the upper age limit, specified for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the general 
Orders issued from time to time by the Government of India. 

5. Disqualifications.— No person: — 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 
spouse living, or 

f(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with any person, shall he eligible for appointment to Service: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
’permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
ito the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person from 
the operation of this Rule, 

0. Power to relax. — Whore the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do. it may. by order and for reasons to be recorded 
by it in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission 
relax any of the Provisions of these rules with — respect to any class or category 
■of persons of post.

G S.ft. 1130. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Senior Liaison Officer in the Department of

4. Disqualification. — No person: — 

(a) who has entered or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse 

living or 

(b) who. having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to service: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded In 
writing and In consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class to category of persons.

Any objections or suggestions, which may be received from any person In 
respect of the said draft before the date so specified, will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


Draft Buies 

1. These rules may be called the Explosives (Amendment) Rules, 1970. 

2. In rule 92 of the Explosives Rules, 1940 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), In sub-rule (1), — 

(1) the words “other than the Central Government” shall be omitted; 

(li) the following proviso shall be added, namely:— 

“Provided that before refusing to grant, amend or renew a licence under 
this rule, the applicant shall be given an opportunity of being 
heard.” 

3. In rule 93 of the said rules, — 

(a) clause (1) shall be re-numbered as sub-rule (1) thereof, and to sub-rule 

(I) as so re-numbered, the following proviso shall be added, namely:— 

“Provided that before suspending or cancelling a licence under this rule, 
the holder of such licence shall be given an opportunity of being 
heard: 

Provided further that no such opportunity shall be given In cases, — 

(I) where the licence Is being suspended for violation of any of the provi- 

sions of the Act or these rules, or of any condition contained in 
such licence and In the opinion of the licensing authority, such viola- 
tion Is likely to cause danger to the public; or 

(II) where the licence is suspended or cancelled by the Central Government, 

If that Government considers that in the public Interest or In the 
Interests of the security of the State, such opportunity should not 
be given.” 

(b) For clauses (11) and (iii), the following sub-rules shall be substituted, 

namely: — 

“(2) A licensing authority or the Central Government, suspending or can- 
celling a licence under sub-rule (1), shall record its reasons for so 
doing In writing, 

(3) A copy of the order containing the reasons for the suspension or 
cancellation of a licence shall be given to the holder of the licence 
on payment of a fee of rupees two: 

Provided that no copy of the order suspending or cancelling a licence by 
the Central Government shall be given if the reasons for such sus- 
pension or cancellation cannot be disclosed in the public Interest or 
in the interests of the security of the State.”
